MATERNITY SERVICE 
SAFETY CONCERNS 


WOMEN who gave birth at the Hor¬ 
ton General Hospital’s midwife- 
led unit (MLU) have emphatically 
praised staff but expressed fears 
for the future. 

Between October and the end of Feb¬ 
ruary there were 73 births under the 
care of midwives and support staff at 
the ‘temporarily’ downgraded site. 

A further 15 women were whisked to 
the John Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford 
for consultant-led care, and a further 
eight immediately after birth. 

The Horton was downgraded in Octo¬ 
ber as Oxford University Hospital Trust 
did not have enough doctors in post to 
safely run consultant-led services, such 
as epidurals and caesarean sections. 

Emma Hyatt, of Kings Sutton, faced 
a two-week wait to find out if her son 
Ziggy was brain-damaged after he did 
not breathe for 20 minutes. 

The 41-year-old gave birth at about 
3am on Tuesday, February 21, and her 
son was resuscitated there but could 
not immediately be taken to the JR. 

She said: “I was told they had room for 
him at the JR but not for me. We stayed 
until around 1pm when a decision was 
made that we needed to go to the special 
care baby unit, so my son and I went in 
the ambulance. There were many calls 
between the JR and the Horton, and 
tests needed, before this decision was 
made.” 

The couple has since received the all- 
clear but Mrs Hyatt said the downgrade 
poses a ‘real risk’. Three women gave 
birth in the 12 hours she was there. 

Last week it emerged that a dedicated 
24-hour ambulance currently parked at 
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the Horton to take women in labour to 
the JR might not be retained past this 
year. 

Pregnant women assessed as ‘low- 
risk’ can use the Horton MLU but the 
ambulance is there to take those who 
develop complications during birth to 
the JR. 

Dr Kiren Collison, a deputy locality 
lead for Oxfordshire Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, said women could be as¬ 
sessed as ‘low-risk’ but never ‘no-risk’. 

She said: “You can’t say that there is 
no risk involved. That is unfortunately 
the risk with pregnancy and childbirth. 

“About a third will be ‘low-risk’ and 20 
per cent will be considered ‘high-risk’. 
There is 50 per cent who we don’t know 
their risk and you have to keep assess¬ 
ing them.” 

Nursing assistant Carley Evans, 32, 
had given birth twice at the Horton 
before and was assessed as ‘low-risk’ 
throughout her third pregnancy. 

She said: “Because I had two 
straightforward births, I was pretty 
certain I could have another. But you 
don’t know what’s going to happen.” 

Daughter Sienna Rose was born at 
6.15pm on Sunday, February 12, but 
Miss Evans was taken straight to the¬ 
atre at the JR as the placenta stayed 
attached to the uterus, causing her to 
lose a lot of blood. She said: “If they 
still had doctors at the Horton my ex¬ 
perience wouldn’t have been so trau¬ 
matic. 


“I can’t fault staff one bit but I don’t 
know if I would use it again.” 

Both women said their partners fol¬ 
lowed them to the JR by car as there was 
no room in the ambulance, which they 
said had been ‘extremely stressful’. 

They had nothing but praise for staff 
at both hospitals, as well as the crew 
from South Central Ambulance Service 
manning the ambulance. 

Emma Barlow, 25, from Banbury, gave 
birth to her first child Elias at 1.15am on 
Thursday, October 20, without a hitch, 
in the birthing pool at the Horton. 

She said: “It was wonderful, a really 
nice experience. They had aromathera¬ 
py oils infusing in the room and mood 
lighting; it was relaxed and everything 
went smoothly. 

“I had to go in the next day because I 
was having trouble breastfeeding, and 
they set me up with a nice little room 
and spoke to me. The aftercare was bril¬ 
liant.”

But she added: “My mum had an 
emergency C-section at the Horton with 
my brother and if she had had to transfer 
she would have died.” 

Dr Veronica Miller, clinical director for 
Women’s Services at Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust said: 
“The National Maternity Review found 
that midwife-led units are safer places for 
women with low risk pregnancies to give 
birth than doctor-led units, as the 
interventions are fewer. 

“The outcomes for babies are the same. 
Women are assessed throughout their 
pregnancy and labour by trained 
midwives and doctors who constantly 
assess risk and women are transferred to 
the care of an obstetric unit when 
appropriate. 

“The trust has been successfully running 
three other midwifery-led units in 
Oxfordshire for some time now and the 
outcomes and transfer rates for all our 
units are good and within national 
standards.” 


Year ends ‘on a high’ 

CHERWELL District Council leader 
Barry Wood has said the council is 
ending the year on a high as it hits more 
than 75 per cent of its financial targets. 

The council executive discussed the 
council’s third quarter performance and 
the leader said he was proud of the 
findings amid ‘constant funding 
reductions from central government’. He 
added: “I am particularly proud of the 
work we have done on the relocation and 
expansion of two major employers in 
Banbury, preventing job losses.” 


Diggers arrive to deliver 
quality food superstore

Out-of-town Waitrose 
should be completed 
in time for Christmas 

DIGGERS ready to start on 
a new Waitrose construction 
will move in on Monday as 
work begins on the 38,500 sq ft 
superstore in Banbury. 

The development will see the new 
shop built on surplus land next to 
the Jacobs Douwe Egberts factory 
in Southam Road after plans were 
approved in November 2015. 

Developers Barwood Capital 
have been working on plans with 
Waitrose and hope the new store 
will be complete by Christmas. 

Waitrose director of property 
Nigel Keen said: “We are now in 
a position to get started and are 
that bit closer to realising our 
long-standing ambition to have a 
branch in Banbury. 

“It takes time to put together pro¬ 
jects like this, but it is important 
we get everything right so we can 
deliver a quality food shop, which 
can make a positive contribution 
towards the town’s future,” he 
added. 

The new store is planned to be 
single-storey with a 220-space car 
park. 

It is hoped to bring in about 140 
jobs and Waitrose will start its re¬ 
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cruitment drive over the summer. 

It comes despite the supermarket 
giant last month announced 700 
job cuts as it looked to close under- 
performing stores up and down 
the country. 

Up to 498 staff will face redun¬ 
dancy consultation and a further 


180 will be lost over the next three 
years following a restructuring of 
management roles. 

Barwood Capital director Ed¬ 
ward Henson added: “We pur¬ 
chased the Southam Road site in 
Banbury as part of our 2012 Prop¬ 
erty Fund with a view to unlocking 
its development potential. Having 
secured a pre-let to Waitrose, we 
are delighted that construction for 


the new store is starting shortly.” 

When plans were originally ap¬ 
proved concerns were raised over 
its “out-of-town” location having a 
negative impact on the town cen¬ 
tre and fears over added conges¬ 
tion on surrounding roads. 

But the John Lewis Partnership, 
which operates Waitrose, argued it 
would be the only viable option for 
a sustainable development. 
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Taxi driver hid Class B ‘meow meow’ in Kinder Eggs 

Drug dealing 
cabbie avoids 
a prison term 


POLICE got an unusual surprise 
after a drug dealing cabbie was 
found using Kinder Eggs to hide 
bags of mephedrone in his taxi. 

The ten-month scheme to sell the 
drugs was brought to an end, however, 
after police arrested Banbury taxi driv¬ 
er Abad Hussain on February 25 last 
year. 

The 40-year-old of Grimsbury Drive, 
Banbury was sentenced at Oxford 
Crown Court on Friday having already 
pleaded guilty last month to possessing 
and supplying the class B drug, also 
known as m-cat or meow meow. 

When he was first arrested by police 
they found 14g of the class B drug, with 
a street value of about £400, on his per¬ 
son, before discovering the boxes of 
Kinder Eggs in the glove compartment 
of his taxi, containing traces of the 
drug. 

Prosecuting, Jonathan Stone told Ox¬ 
ford Crown Court: “Police were looking 
to arrest him for something other than 
drugs but found the drugs in his taxi 
and on his person. 

“They found Kinder Eggs in the glove 
compartment which is often used to 
transport the drugs and traces of m-cat 
were found.” 

Under police interview he initially 
denied any involvement in selling the 
drugs. 

Mr Stone added: “Mr Hussain said the 
eggs had been given to him by his chil¬ 
dren but couldn’t say why they had zip 
sealed bags inside of them.” 

Police also discovered a Samsung mo¬ 
bile phone which had messages to one 
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customer in his phone, later revealed to 
be Chantelle Graves, with whom Hus¬ 
sain had previously had an affair, and 
to whom he had sold the drugs over a 
10-month period. 

In messages read out to court trans¬ 
actions to buy the drugs were agreed 
between him and Ms Graves in an ar¬ 
rangement which lasted from April 
2015 until February 2016, when he was 
arrested. 

Hussain’s defence argued that the 
taxi driver of 16 years in the Banbury, 
Brackley and Chipping Norton area 
had ‘suffered enough’ having since lost 
his job as a result of the drug dealing. 

In summing up, Judge Ian Pringle 
decided to spare Hussain prison and 
handed him a community order in¬ 
stead. 

He said: “The supply of class B drugs 
usually means you will be sent to pris¬ 
on. 

“However, I accept that you were real¬ 
ly only supplying one person, although 
you were supplying her for quite some 
period of time.” 

He was ultimately sentenced to a com¬ 
munity order for a period of two years, 
to include 240 hours of unpaid work 
and 15 days of a rehabilitation activity 
requirement as well as paying a statu¬ 
tory victim surcharge. 

A forfeiture of drugs order was also 
issued for confiscation of the Mephed¬ 
rone.

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Business rates relief for firms 
that occupy vacant premises 


Aim is to bring long-empty properties back into use 
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BUSINESSES that move into va¬ 
cant town centre properties will 
see their business rates slashed in 
a North Oxfordshire pilot scheme. 

On Monday, March 6, members of 
Cherwell District Council’s executive 
approved the proposals as a way to 
bring long-empty properties back into 
use. 

For the next two years the ‘Business 
Rates Incentive Scheme’ will provide 
50 per cent relief for small firms occu¬ 
pying vacant premises in designated 
areas in Banbury. 

Properties need to have been vacant 
for at least six months. The scheme 
will be open to all firms with a rate¬ 
able value of £15,000 to £50,000, with 
some exceptions. 

Ken Atack, the council’s lead mem¬ 
ber for financial management, said: 
“Cherwell is fully committed to sus¬ 
taining the economic growth of the 
district. The aim of the scheme is to 
help reduce empty properties, to in¬ 
crease the diversity of the town cen¬ 
tres and offer an incentive for new or 
expanding businesses looking to lo¬ 
cate in Banbury.” 

Business rates are a form of tax pay¬ 
able by owners and occupiers of com¬ 


mercial properties in accordance with 
the Local Government Finance Act 
1988. 

In June 2015 Cherwell launched a 
pop-up shop initiative in Banbury 
town centre, offering small business¬ 
es a chance to rent a vacant unit on 
Church Walk on a trial basis. 

It allows firms to market-test their 
business in the Old Town area for a 
month before considering longer leas¬ 
es. 

The shop was first hired out by Ad- 
derbury baby wear specialist Merry- 
GoRound and its latest incarnation is 
Church Lane Gallery, which displays 
and sells paintings, sculpture, photog¬ 
raphy and more from Banburyshire 
artists. 

Co-creator Barry Whitehouse said: 
“We are getting a lot of lovely feed¬ 
back but we are going to try to go for 
April as well to get a full picture.” 

Until April 2013 business rates were 
collected by Cherwell and passed to 
central government, which redistrib¬ 
uted them nationally. 

The localisation of the tax councils 
were given more flexibility including 
the ability to reduce the business rates 
of any local ratepayer.

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Tapestries reveal Julie’s world 



Colourful artist uses 
ancient medium to 
depict modern dramas

HE IS one of the most distinc¬ 
tive artists of our time - a 
Turner Prize-winning potter 
who is as recognised for his 
striking work as for his own 
colourful image. 

Grayson Perry courts public¬ 
ity and fame with his unusual at¬ 
tire, over the top pantomime-style 
cross-dressing, coupled with his 
feminine alter ego, Claire. His 
ready wit, insight and TV appear¬ 
ances have earned him a place in 
the heart of a British public who, 
perhaps, know little of his eye¬ 
catching work. 

From this weekend, two less 
trumpeted pieces of his work get 
an airing in the, perhaps unlikely 
setting of Banbury Museum. 

The pair of large-scale detailed 
tapestries form part of the latest 
acquisition to the Crafts Council’s 
national collection. The pieces - 
The Essex House Tapestries: the 
Life of Julie Cope (2015) - contain 
a social history of modern Britain 
that many of us will be able to re¬ 
late to. 

Rich in cultural and architec¬ 
tural detail, they tell the story of 
the fictional Julie Cope: an Essex 
‘everywoman’ inspired by the peo¬ 


ple Perry grew up with. 

Banbury Museum is the first venue 
of the exhibition’s two-year nation¬ 
al tour following its launch at the 
Saatchi Gallery, London, as part of 
Collect: The International Art Fair 
for Contemporary Objects. 


The tapestries are the only pair 
in a public collection that can be 
viewed outside Perry’s bizarre folly¬ 
like House for Essex, built beside the 
River Stour at Wrabness, for which 
they were commissioned. They are 
shown alongside a graphic installa¬ 


tion, and specially commissioned au¬ 
dio recording of The Ballad of Julie 
Cope , a 3,000 word narrative written 
and read by Perry that illuminates 
Julie’s hopes and fears as she jour¬ 
neys through life. 

“Why tapestries?” asks Perry. “I al¬ 


ways work with traditional media. 
“Each historic category of object 
has accrued over time, intellectual 
and emotional baggage. I depend 
on this to add inflection to the con¬ 
tent of the works. 

“Tapestry is the art form of 
grand houses. On my television 
taste safari I only saw tapestries 
hanging in stately homes. They de¬ 
picted classical myths, historical 
and religious scenes or epic battles 
like Hannibal crossing the Alps. I 
enjoy the idea of using this costly 
and ancient medium to show the 
commonplace dramas of modern 
British life.” 

In collaboration with Perry, the 
Crafts Council has created a web 
app which allows visitors to find 
out about the technical, historical 
and narrative elements that went 
into producing the tapestries. It 
commissioned Perry and designer 
Kit Grover to create Julie Cope’s 
Grand Tour shopper and china 
mugs. 

In an effort to widen the reach of 
the exhibition, the museum is col¬ 
laborating with Chiltern Railways 
and the Crafts Council to offer an 
engaging way for passengers trav¬ 
elling on the line to pass the time. 
For nine weeks, seats in a number 
of Chiltern Railways carriages 
will be tagged with #juliesseat 
head rest covers. Train users will 
be encouraged to use social media 
to post a short note about their 
journey, inspired by what they see 
from this seat - sharing moments 
in their lives, thoughts about their 
day or journey on the train.

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Fears for teenage drug runners 
used in county by big city gangs

Police commissioner

TEENAGERS are running 
drugs across the county for big 
city gangs in what authorities 
fear is a growing menace. 

The ‘despicable’ rackets are being 
run by criminal groups spreading 
from areas such as London and Bir¬ 
mingham who recruit children to 
deliver drugs and money, guard safe 
houses and in some cases sell drugs 
to users. 

Hundreds of vulnerable young¬ 
sters in Oxfordshire could be at risk 
of exploitation by the gangs, with 
social services warning there is ‘an 
emerging pattern’ of boys aged 13 
to 17 being targeted. 

Anthony Stansfeld, police and 
crime commissioner for the 
Thames Valley, said tackling the 
scourge was a ‘priority’. 

He added: “The use of children by 
these gangs is despicable. 

“Not only are they being used to 
carry drugs but often they are also 
using drugs themselves and using 


the money they are given to buy 
more. One of our concerns is there 
has been tremendous pressure not 
to put children into custody. 

“That is understandable but an 
unfortunate result is it encourages 
gangs to use young men as drug 
runners, because they know they 
are less likely to be arrested or tak¬ 
en into care. 

“The way we have to deal with this 
is through better cooperation with 
schools, parents and neighbours - 
if people think this is happening 
to a young boy or girl they need to 
report it. 

“The police are committed to tack¬ 
ling this issue, it is a priority for 
us.” 

The use of child drug runners is 
thought to be part of the ‘county 
lines’ phenomenon, first raised by 
the National Crime Agency last 
year. 

It involves gangs from major cities 
using dedicated mobile hotlines and 
drug mules to expand their opera¬ 
tions into other areas. 

A new report by Oxfordshire 
County Council warns there have 
been several cases of missing chil¬ 
dren in the county being linked to 
drug running, with the authority 
working closely with police to tack¬ 
le the problem. 

The council said both boys and 
girls were at risk of exploitation, al¬ 


though boys not in care - but known 
to social services - were the most 
likely victims. 

A spokesman said this was possi¬ 
bly because they were not as closely 
watched as looked-after children, 
adding: “Any child can potentially 


be at risk, but intelligence we are 
gathering has led us to identify a 
group who appear to be particularly 
at risk. 

“Clearly there are a wide range of 
potential risks associated with or¬ 
ganised crime, including drug-run¬ 


ning, property crime and the risk of 
physical violence. 

“Going missing from school, home 
and care is one of the biggest indi¬ 
cators of high-risk exposure to our 
children. 

“All missing episodes are taken 
very seriously.” 

Its warning came as figures 
showed there was a 50 per cent rise 
in missing episodes for children not 
in care in the second half of 2016. 

The number of recorded incidents 
rose from 317 for January to July to 
476 for July to December. 

The county council stressed the 
number of children overall who 
were reported missing had fallen 
over that period, despite the num¬ 
ber of looked-after children increas¬ 
ing. 

“This suggests management of 
repeat missing children is improv¬ 
ing”, Dan Ruaux, the strategic lead 
for missing children, said. 

Inspector Rachel Patterson, of 
Oxford’s police division, said it was 
thought a ‘small number’ of young 
people and their families were cur¬ 
rently involved in drug running. 

But she added: “We take all re¬ 
ports of young people involved in 
criminal activity of this nature 
very seriously and will continue 
to do all we can to safeguard and 
divert young people away from the 
path of potential harm.”

If it's not Baroque, don't fix it. 
Those immortal words, uttered in 
jest by Cogsworth, the talking clock 
in the 1991 animated Beauty And 
The Beast during a guided tour 
of his master's castle, are largely 
heeded by director Bill Condon for 
this ravishing live action remake. 

The charm, sweetness, heart-tug¬ 
ging romance, infectious songs and 
rumbustious humour of the original 
- Disney's finest hand-drawn 
animation - have been lovingly 
polished by screenwriters Stephen 
Chbosky and Evan Spiliotopoulos. 
They embellish perfection with 
original flourishes to set this 
handsomely-mounted tale, includ¬ 
ing melancholic flashbacks and a 
curious interlude of time travel that 
confirms the grim fate of Belle's 
mother. 

A few favourite moments, which 
work beautifully in animated form, 
but might seem outlandish in the 
flesh, have been lost in translation. 
Verses of the Oscar-winning song- 
book composed by Alan Menken 
with lyrics by Howard Ashman 
have been nipped and tucked, then 
heightened with lush orchestration.

Get Out prescribes shocking 
violence and laughter in equal 
measures, carefully exposing the 
ignorance that simmers beneath 
the surface of polite middle-class 
liberalism. 

When the script bares its polished 
teeth, it draws plenty of blood 
from the nail-biting battle of wits 
between a gifted black twenty¬ 
something artist and his white 
future in-laws, who believe voting 
for an African American president is 
a badge of honour. 

Peele takes this clash of cultures to 
the unsettling extreme, engineering 
a series of hairpin twists that reveal 
the sick and twisted design behind 
his suburban nightmare. 

In early scenes, including a horrific 
encounter with a deer. Get Out 
revels in our discomfort. 

Once the Machiavellian masterplan 
is revealed, some of that tension 
dissipates. 

London-born actor Daniel Kaluuya 
delivers a stellar performance as the 
unsuspecting lamb to the slaughter. 
He plays gifted photographer Chris 
Washington, who is nervous about 
a road trip to meet the parents 
of his girlfriend Rose (Allison Wil¬ 
liams). 

"Don't go to a white girl's parents' 
house," advises Chris' wise-cracking 
best friend Rod (Lil Rel Howery). 
Ignoring his pal's warning, Chris 
drives with Rose to her parents' 
pristine community, where he is 
warmly welcomed by Dean Armit- 
age (Bradley Whitford) and his 
psychiatrist wife. Missy (Catherine 
Keener). 

Dean gives Chris a tour of the 
house, avoiding the basement and 
attempts to put the young man's 
concerns to rest by confessing his 
political allegiances. 

"I would have voted for Obama for 
a third term if I could. 

"Best president in my lifetime," 
proudly declares Dean. 

However, there's something about 
the neighbourhood that feels out 
of kilter and Chris is unnerved by 
the passive behaviour of the Armit- 
ages' black groundkeeper Walter 
(Marcus Henderson) and maid

Jennifer Ryan dedicates her won¬ 
derfully warm debut novel to her 
grandmother, Eileen Beckley, and 
the women of the Home Front, 
whose incredible stories she has 
woven together into a beautifully 
life-affirming tale of the power of 
community spirit in the constant 
fear of war. She harnesses the epis¬ 
tolary form to great effect, allowing 
each of her female protagonists to 
have their own voice, through their 
letters and diary entries. It begins 
with a funeral and a notice pinned 
to Chilbury village hall noticeboard 
stating the village choir will close 
as 'all our male voices have gone to 
war'. It ends with an unexpected 
wedding and a choir of ladies who 
have banded together to support 
each other through love and loss, 
childbirth and a bombing in the 
village. Mrs Tilling's diary entries 


stand out as the voice of the every- 
woman, who gradually realises 
her own power to stand up to the 
village tyrant, while also smoothing 
the paths of those around her like 
Mary Poppins. Sisters Kitty (13) and 
Venetia (18) have their own battles, 
and Ryan writes convincingly as 
both the wannabe stage singer 
Kitty through her diary entries, and 
the femme fatale Venetia, in her 
warts-and-all letters of conquests 
to friend Angela in London. The 
descriptions of the togetherness 
of a choir are spot-on, but the only 
slightly jarring note, in an otherwise 
perfectly pitched novel, is the vol¬ 
ume of dialogue written in letters, 
without which much of the action 
would be difficult to convey.
